Cooperative Commonwealth Fed¬ 
eration of British Columbia, and 
Vancouver standard-bearer in the 
coming Federal election, In a 
bitter stuck on the capitalistic 
system In Canada at a C.C.F. 
rally last night In the Chamber 
of Commerce Auditorium. 

About 300 persons attended. 

^ Capitalists welcomed war as It 
was-* source through which the 
wealth produced by the working 
'classes could be used up. After 
the war the only solution to keep 
up the consumption was to start 
another war. 

“The trouble Is not with our 
money system, but with the eco¬ 
nomic problem of distributing the 
wealth produced by society," Mr. 
Lefeaux said. Efforts should be 
made to mold conditions whereby 
produce would not be produced 
to get the wealth out of It—hut 
for the use of the state." he added, 
"and if Industries today were 
owned by the state we wouldn't 
have to pay anybody for It, as we 
are the state." ' 

He said 11,000,000 was being 
spent daily by Canada’s' war 
effort, but the curious thing 
.about the situation was that all 
the wealth being consumed by 
the war was being produced in 
Canada and after producing It 
Canada would, at the end of the 
war. find It owed somebody for 
It. "In other words It would be a 
liability In the shape of a na¬ 
tional debt." 

' This was not working capital- 
lam properly, the speaker said. 
If the capitalists ever lost control 
of the financial and economic

TO EXPI.A1X CAPITALISM 

The speaker emphasised. here 
the duty of C.C.F. members at 
Ottawa, under present circum¬ 
stances, would be to analyse and 
explain capitalism to the people 
.01 Canada and prerent the 
workers' point of view, to fight 
any lowering of the standard of 
living, which he said was directly 
threatened by Inflation. 

He went on to say we were ad¬ 
monished by political patriot* to 
concentrate on the I war and to 
sacrifice our lives, liberty and 
money, while an Industrial owner 
demanding 74 or 10 per cent on 
coat plus basis war supply orders 
could make 120 per cent profit 
per annum on hts capital. That 
was the way war millionaire* 
were made. 

He did not say much on the 
war. “War Is one of the Inevit¬ 
able Instances of capitalism- 
Canada Is a capitalist country and 
Canada la In the war, and as a 
capitalist country' can do nothing 
but continue In It." 

TIB m favor of attempts to 
make peace on a decent basis 
... but I have no faith that com¬ 
mittees of capitalists would ar¬ 
rive at any permanent peace 
basis. ‘Feaoe on Earth. Good Will 
to Men.' can be Instituted by 
the workers only.
